ERE’S som ething ior you dog owners to 
think ab ou t: 
You r 19 49 dog license expires on Jan u ary 


The 19 50 licenses now may b e ob tained at 
the treasu rer's office in the cou nty where you 
live, or it m ay b e ordered throu gh any notary 
pu b lic, ju stice of the peace or alderm an. 


All dogs over six m onths of age m u st b e 
licensed. 


The pu rpose of the Pennsylvania dog law is 
for the protection of the pu b lic and their 
property throu gh the proper control of dogs 
and for the protection of the properly licensed 
dog. 
The license tag m u st b e firm ly affixed to a 
su b stantial collar and b e worn b y the dog at 
all times. 
If you r dog does not wear a cu rrent license 
tag it is considered a stray and may b e dis­ 
posed of b y any officer. 
George B. M atthews, enforcem ent agent of 
the Pennsylvania departm ent of agricu ltu re, 
yesterday u rged all owners to pu rchase 19 50 
dog license a t once and “pu t it on you r dog 
as it is a protection for you r dog.” 
Male license cost $1.10 and female license 
$2.10. 
If you have a spayed female and present a 
veterin arian ’s certificate to you r cou nty trea s­ 
u rer's office the license for the spayed fem ale 
will b e $1.10. 


V iolators of the dog law are liab le to a 
fine of not less tha n $3 and costs or not 
m ore tha n $100 and costs or to u ndergo an 
im prisonm ent not exceeding 30 days or b oth.

YOUR HEALTH

TH E b ody’s defensive powers, of winch 
physicians are so thorou ghly aw are, are 
well illu strated for the laym an b y the 
way in which they deal w ith even su ch 
a m inor m atter as b oils. 
/ b oil b egins with the infection of a 
hair root or sweat gland b y germ s, u s­ 
u ally b y those b elonging to the staphylo­ 
coccu s family. 
Having 
gained 
an 
en ­ 
trance throu gh the 
skin, 
these 
germ s 
invade the su rrou nding tissu es and are 
not stopped u ntil white b lood cells (often 
referred to as the policem en of the b lood) 
wall them off. 
If it were not for the 
rapid m ob ilization of these germ fighters, 
no b oil wrou ld rem ain as a localized in­ 
flam m ation, b u t wou ld form a spreading 
sou rce of infection. 
As it is, pu s is form ed only w ithin the 
defensive b arrier. 
Finally, the b oil either 
b reaks throu gh the skin to discharge its 
contents or is cu t open for drainage. 
Most people who 
su ffer 
from 
b oils 
seem to have a n atu ral su sceptib ility to 
staphylococcu s infection while otherw ise 
enjoying good health. 
Even a norm ally 
high resistance 
to these germ s, however, 
may b e lo wered b y im proper diet, over­ 
work, or prolonged illness. 
D iab etes and 
chro nic kidney disease are bo th causes of 
lowered 
resistance 
to 
such infections. 
Hence, if a perso n has b oils repeatedly, 
it is advisab le for him to have a thorou gh 
exam ination to b e su re tha t there is no 
general disease responsib le. 
D octors will tell you 
tha t 
no 
b oil 
shou ld ever b e squ eezed, since this may 
serve only to b reak down the encircling 
defense zone b u ilt b y the w hite cells and 
spread the infection. 
T he applicatio n o f heat, either with 
an infra-red lamp o r with hot, wet dress­ 
ings, is helpful. Injectio ns 
o f penicillin 
into the muscles o f the hip may b e help­ 
ful in elim inating the bo ils so that they 
do not have to b e cu t open. 
However, 
no t all b oils will respond 
to su ch treat­ 
ment.
